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Because of the war-bom trans- 
ortation problem a revised Bys¬ 
tem of fighting forest fires will be 
in effect when the fire season in 
West Virginia begins on Oct. IB. 

Since July, the conservation com¬ 
mission, of which T. D. Gray is dir¬ 
ector, has been engaged in readjust¬ 
ing its program to meet the needs 
arising from the tire-shortage and 
ther war-time restrictions. 

Under the new plan, one fire 
crew ranging in size from five to 
10 men will be maintained for every 
10,000 acres of forest land in each 
county. 

R. O. Bowen, state forester, ex¬ 
plained that this will require appro¬ 
ximately 2,000 crews for the state. 
To date, more than 1,200 crews 
leaders, or fire protectors as they 
are called offically, have 
muted. The vet-i^p will

I it will be active in only 32 counties. 
With the fire season and the 
hunting season both beginning on 
ithe same day this fall, precautions 
will 1>e taken by officials for coping 
w th any fire outbreaks. The *n- 
t:r, fir* fighting service will b« on 
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
